JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2.—The latest 
and most touching appeal to Gov. Had- 
ley for the parole of Herman Kretsch- 
mar, slayer of Clarence’ N. Jones, has’ 
been sent here by James Whitcomb 
Riley, known to fame as the Hoosier 
Poet, who is now an invalid in his 
home at Indianapolis. The pdtt says he 
knew Kretschmar ‘well and is still his 
friend. 

Kretschmar, shot and killed Jones 
Feb. 3, 1908. Jones was president and 
Kretschmar until a short time before 
had been. secretary of the -Common- 
wealth Milling Co. of St. Louis. His 
deposal as secretary and reduction to 
traveling salesman calised Kretschmar 
to charge that Jones had entered into a 
business conspiracy, against him. 

He walked into Snes’ office and shot 
and killed him. At thé trial he pleaded 
self-defense. A jury fixed his sentence 
at 18 years in the penitentiary. Just 
before he entered the prison he tried to 
take his life by cutting his throat in a 
Jefferson City hotel.

PRICE CONTROL ALLEGED 


Pointed Out That 
Fixed Quality and Qu 
for Each District. 


After Assistant Attorney-General Re- 
velle had argued Monday, before Special 
Commissioner Daniel Dilidn, that the 
National Packing Co. was only a “shad- 
ow corporation,”’ Judge Henry 5S. Priest, 


representing the packers in the Beef 
Trust ouster hearing, jested with Re- 
yelle on his way to lunch. 

“You'd better not order beeksteak for 
lunch,"”" Priest told Revelle, “or the 
waiter might bring you a shadow steak, 
from the shadow packing house or some 
Shadow corporation.”’ 

Revelle’s .argument had been that the 
National Packing Co. was only a cloak 
for the weekly meetings of the Armour, 
Swift and Morris interests, to confer on 
prices and trade control. The National 
Packing Co. was the corporation which 
controlled the 8t. Louis Dressed Beef 
and Provision Co. and the Hammond 
facking Co. of St. Joseph. The State 
‘s suing to oust these two concerns be- 
cause of their alleged connection with 
the Beef Trust. 

Findings to Supreme Court. 

The present hearing before Commis- 
sioner Dillon is for the presentation of 
arguments, based on evidence already 
taken. The hearing is being held in 
Dillon’s offic: in the Fullerton Building. 
Dillon, as sp2cial commissioner appoint- 
ed by the Supreme Court, will report 
his finding to the court for its forma] 
approval. 

Revelle argued that the St. Louis 
Dress2d Beef Co. and the Hammond 
company before 1903 were independent, 
competing companies and while not big 
enough to be competitors of Armour and 
Swift, might have become so. The Na- 
tionai Packing Co. was formed by the 
Armour, Swift and Morris interests to 
rurchase these companies, he said. Had 
the purpose been to enlarge the busi- 
ress, each company might have pur- 
chased ons or more of the independent 
concerns. But the purpose, he sald, was 
to acquire a monopoly, and to this end 
it was deemed best to form a new cor- 
poration. 

Revelle, referryng frequently to the 
evidence in the case, said that the tes- 
timony showed that the packers formed 
a trust as early as 1893, and that, from 
time to time, they changed it in an ef- 
fort to evade lability under the law as 
it was declared by the courts. 

“The first step,” Revelle said, ‘“‘was 
the usual simple agreement. ~ That was 
between the Armours, the Swifts and: 
the Morris interests. They firat met in 
Chicago in 1893 and agreed on prices 
tnat they would charge for meat in dif- 
ferent sections of the country. They 
also decided the quantity which would 
be shipped to particular places in a 
week, and they divided the shipment 
among them. 

“When they had decided on the quan- 
‘Ityv, they had little difficulty in agree- 
irg on the price. 

“Trrom 1893 until 1896 these three in- 
terests, with also the Cudahy interests, 
which had been taken in later, had a 
moncpoly of the meat business of the 
country. During this time, however, the 
firm of fchwartzchild & Sulzberger had 
gradually grown from a small concern 
into one which was competing with the 
trust, and the packers realized that they 
were eradually losing their monopoly. 
It then became necessary for them to 
take into the trust this growing con- 
cern." 

Campbell Cummings, who as a spe+ 
cial assistant to the attorney-general, 
brought out most of the evidence in 
the case, will probably make the clos- 
ing argument for the State.

Government, in Resting Case, 
Says Evidence Against Them 
Is Not Conclusive.

The dismissal of the cases, leaving 
41 labor union officials still on trial, 
came when Charles W. Miller, United 
States District Attornsy, announced 


that the Government’s é¢vidence was all 
presented and the Government rested its 
case. He then moved the dismissal of 
deferdants as follows:

Federation of Labor. 

Moulton H. Davis, Westchester, Pa., 
former member of the Executive Board 
of the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers. 

John R. Carroll, Syracuse, N. Y., for- 
mer official of the local iron workers’ 
union, 

Spurgeon P. Meadows, Indianapolis, 
Ind., business agent of the local council 
of the International Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners.

merits of the remaining cases. | 

“Contrary to the contemptible pub- 
lished statements of Olaf A. Tveitmoe,” 
said District Attorney Miller, address- 
ing the Court, “the Government has no 
desire to punish an innocent defendant. 
We have concluded that while Carroll, 
Benson and Meadows have had guilty 
knowledge of a conspiracy illegally to 
transport explosives, the evidence is 
not conclusive.

Not quite satisfied with 
th.s question, he propounded another 
to the witness, which is as follows: 
‘Did you also know that every human 
being that you knew who knew Mr. 
Rice’s handwriting had expressed the 
Opinion that they were forgeries? The 
witness answered the question in the af- 
firmative and the Court ruled, after ar- 
gument, that the questions and answers 
were proper. It will be seen from what 
has thus been stated that the learned 
District Attorney, in a very adroit way, 
got before the jury the opinion of about 
2 paying tellers in no way connected 
with the case, and also the opinion of 
every human being that the» witness 
knew who had any knowledge of the 
handwriting of the deceased. The 
learned Court, after argument, pro- 
nounced this testimony competent for 
the jury.’’ 

Another clause of the dissenting opin- 
ion quoted by Milliken in his statement 
begins: “Thus the defendant was de- 
prived of very important testimony by a 
series of rulings that have not even the 
doubtful merit of being styled tech- 
nical,’’ 

This refers to the testimony of Dr.

Doctor’s Statement Ruled Out. 


The defense attempted to prove that 
immediately after the autopsy Dr. Don- 
lin turned to a group of newspaper men 
and morgue attendants and teld them 
that Rice had died of old age. The Court 
ruled that this evidence was incompetent 
because it could not be proved that 
Dr. Donlin said this to any particular 
individual.

DOUBLE IN SOME 


Predicts Drastic Legislation if 


Companies Do Not Recede 
From Position.. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 2.—State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance Frank Blake 
stated today before leaving for Kansas 


City that he had reason to believe there: 


is a move on foot among the insurance 
companies doing business in this State 
to force their agents to accept the new 
schedules of rates they have prepared, 
and, in effect, to form the most gigan- 
tic combination to control insurance 
rates that was ever attempted in this 
State, Blake added that he did not he- 
lieve all of the companies would become 
a party to the arrangement. 

“Tf the companies do form such an or- 
ganization,’”’ said he, “it will undoubt- 
edly result In the most drastic kind of 
legislation this winter prohibiting all 
combinations between companies to 
maintain uniform rates in restraint of 
competition.” 

Blake has peremptorily refused to ac- 
cept the new rates prepared by the com- 
panies, covering all the various risks 
carried in this State save what is known 
as storm and wind rates. He says the 
proposed new rates are higher than the 
existing rates. In his opinion they range 
from 15 to ® per cent in excess of the 
rates now charged. 

Some Rates Are Doubled. 

“Some of these proposed rates,’’ said 
Blake, “are 100 per cent above existing 
rates, while others range as low as 5 
per. cent. I am informed that some of 
the companies are trying to force their 
agents to demand the new rates not- 
withstanding the fact that they are 
illegal and have never been filed with 
this department.” 

For more than a year past the fire in- 
surance companies have been engaged in 
rerating the State, under the act of the 
Legislature of 1911. This law requires 
them to file basis schedules and specific 
schedules of the various classes of risks, 
based on the basis schedules, with the 
Insurance Department. The rerating 
of the State was completed several 
weeks ago, and it is the understanding 


here that the rerating of St. Louis is/ 


ready to be filed. Under a ruling of 
Blake, however, the filing of all. these 
rates is prohibited. He contends that 
they are higher than the old rates, or 
those now in existence, and consequent- 
ly are unjust, unréasonable and dis- 
criminatory. Blake says he will not re- 
cede from his position until the com- 
panies submit such rates as convince 
him they are fair and non-discrimina- 
tory.

LeGrand L. Atwood of the Mercantile 
Insurance Agency in the Pierce Building 
said Monday that the insurance com- 
panties had not instructed agents to in- 
sist on the new rates. 

“The situation,” said Atwood, “is just 
as it was before the new rates were of- 
fered for filing. The companies have not 
insisted on the agents getting the new 
rates, but I suppose agents generally are 
getting the best rates they can. The 
more they get the greater their income. 

“I understand the companies are just 
playing a waiting game. The insurance 
superintendent has held that he cannot 
accept the rates until the entire State is 
rerated. Perhaps his successor may look 
at the matter differently. I understand 
the old rates are in effect. 

“I certainly know nothing of the con- 
spiracy the superintendent talks about.”

Former Agent of Harvester 
Combine Witness in Govern- 
ment’s Dissolution Suit. 


TOP PRICE FOR MACHINES 





Michael Lamb Tells of Farm 
Machinery Business Before and 
After the Monopoly. 


A payment of money by. the Harvester 
Trust to kill a bill pending in the 
South Dakota Legislature, which would 
have authorized the manufacture of 
binding twine in the State Penitentiary, 
was testiffed to Monday by Michael 
Lamb, for 24 ysars in the ‘harvester 
business, 

Lamb, who lives at Mission, Tex., was 
the first witness at the opening ses- 
sion of the St. Louis hearing in the 
Government’s suit to dissolve-the Ia- 
térnational Harvester Co. The hsaring 


began at 10:30 a. m, in the grand sate 
room of the Federal Building. 

He said that in 1903, after the forma- 
tion of the International.Harvester Co., 
he became ths company’s representa- 
tive in Sioux Falls, S. D. He had pre- 
viously been general agent for the Mc- 
Cormick company, which was “Speed 
by the trust. 

Twine Bill Was Defeated. : 

He said John Bowler, former Warden 
pt the South Dakota Penitentiary,’ vis- 
ited him ‘and told him that money was 
needed to defeat a bill then before the 
Legislature, which provided that binder 
twine should be made by prison’ labor. 

Lamb went to Chicago, he testified, 
and put the matter before Henfy Dan- 
lels of the Harvester company, and a 
contribution of $300 or $500 was made. 
The bill was beaten. The money was 
sent through Lamb, he said, and the 
company later required him to return 
its letter relating to the matter, and the 
envelope. 

On cross-examination, Lamb said 
Bowler was a member of the State or- 
ganization of tmplement dealers, which 
was interested.in the defeat of the bill. 

Complimented on Work, 

Lamb narrated a conversation with 

Harry L. McCormick in Chicago in Jan- 


vary, 1903, in which. McCormick compli- | 


mented him for his loyalty in the past 
to the McCormick company, but told 
him that hereafter he was to push the 
other makes of binders that were con- 
trolled by the International Harvester 
Co. with the same spirit as he -had 
shown in handling the McCormick make. 

The witness volunteered the informa- 


tion that, while he was at. present fair-.}. 


ly inclined towards thé International 
Harvester ‘Co:,~he ‘had ““4t in” «for some 
He detailed how he 
has* sued the harvester company to 
pay him back for money with which 


he had been compelled to compromise. a 


libel suit filed against him by one of 
the company’s creditors. 
company finally paid it, but insisted on 
‘taking the. note and the envelope. in 
which the money for lobbying purposes 
had been forwarded to him. 

Machine Prices Varied. 

Before the formation of the trust, he 
said, the chief competing companies 
were the McCormick, Deering, Tonah, 
Champion and Milwaukee companies. 
The McCormick company, he said, used 
to allow a certain amount for old ma- 
chines in the purchase of new ones. This 
allowance was done away with after the 
formation of the trust.

Mrs. Dorothy King Alleged to 
Have Spied on Ferguson 
Postoffice. 








SUSPECTS TAKEN IN RAIDS 





Soapy Substance on Knife and 
$200 Concealed Some of 
Evidence. 





One woman and eight men are 
charged in a formal information filed 
by Postoffice Inapector Bunsen, Mcn- 
day, with the robbery of the Postoffice 
at Ferguson, Nov. 19. 

The woman is Mrs. Dorothy King, 
whose husband, Ralph King, is one of 
the men charged with the robbery. The 
Postoffice inspectors will not reveal! the 
nature of the evidence against her, bu: 
it is said she is accused of being a spy 
for the others. 

The others included James Corrigan, 
Charlies Sullivan, Frank Cummins, 


Turner and George Gordon. There are 
two counts in the information, one 
charging that the defendants broke into 
the postoffice and the other that they 
robbed it of $269.91 worth of stamps and 


$100. 
All Are Arrested. 
All the accused are under arrest. 


They were taken in two raids by police 
and postoffice inspectors upon rooming 
houses. In the first raid, Nov. 25, Mr. 


fand Mrs. King, Corrigan, Sullivan and 


Cummings, were taken at 1009 Chouteau 
avenue. The others were arrested in a 
raid Nov. 26 at 632 South Broadway, Sev- 


eral other persons taken in the two 


hauls have been released. 

The men arrested at the Choutean 
avenue house had over $200 concealed 
on their persons. One had traces of 
soap on the blade of a knife he carried 
and the pocket of his coat was smeared 
with a soapy substance. Soap is used 
by safeblowers to close up the cracks 
around the doors of safes so that nitro- 
glyeerin can be poured in. 

. Money Pinned on Clothing, 

Sullivan had most of the money. 
police headquarters $126 in and $10 
Dills was found pinned to under- } 
clothing. Sullivan told the police he 
was a farmhand and the money was his 
savings from the summer’s work. 

The suspects were submitted to vari- 
ous identification tests. Finger prints 
of each were compared with prints left 
on the postoffice safe at Ferguson, but 
none of them tallied. In spite of this, 
the Government officials decided they 
had enough evidence to warrant them 
bringing the nine to trial. 

The postal inspectors and city detec- 
tives have worked on thé theory that the 
robbery was the work of an organized 
gang of safe-blowers. In such gangs it 
is customary to have what is known as 
a “‘plinger,’’ in police slang. This is a 
person, usually @ woman, who visits 
places fharked out by her associates and 
gets the lay of the land. She usually 
peddies shoestrings or chewing gums, or 
begs, to avert suspicion. <A_ strange 
woman shoestring peddler was seen in 
Ferguson, it {s said, a short time before 
the robbery. 


Safe Was Ripped Open. 
The postoffice safe at Ferguson was 


ripped open by three distinct charges of 
some explosive, supposed to be nitro- 
glycerin. Citizens who heard the ex- 
plosions say they also heard somebody 
driving away from town rapidly in an 
automobile.

Emile and Emily Thomas were born 
12 years ago last September to Mr. and 
Mrs. William Thomas of 39 Taylor street, 
Newark. Almost since the birth the 
twins ‘have been ill of the same sickness 
on the same day. For that reason Mrs. 
Thomas feared for Emile as well' as 
Emily, a week ago Saturday, when: the 
latter complained of a severe pain in 
her side. 

Emile Wilf Have It, Too,

cian, diagnosed the case as appendicitis. 








Early next morning Dr. Edwards was.

moment suspicious that the patient was 
ill through sympathy. But it was soon

Temperatures the Same. 

At the hospital the twins’ symptoms 
were found’ to. be perfectly alike and 
the clinical thermometer showed that 
their temperatures were the same. More 
than this, the temperature went up and 
down as though the. blood flowed 
through the same veins instead of 
through veins in two separate bodies. 

“Their cases are remarkable in many 
ways,” said a physician of the institu- 
tion. “So far as I know, there is no 
previous record of twins being afflicted 
with appendicitis simultaneously, The 
disease, of course, ig not communicable. 
Why they should be taken with it as 
they were I can’t imagine. As might be 
expected in view of the other strange 
facts, the appendixes were found to be 
in precisely the same condition.”

\ TRRESPONSIELE. CITIZENS AND DISEASE. 
‘ The spread of the epidemic of diphtheria in 
St. Louis is ascribed by physicians of the Board 
of Health partly to the refusal of diseased persons 
to obey quarantine rules and to the negligence of 
members of infected households who go about 
and transmit the disease. 

‘This is a severe indictment and describes an 
insufferable condition. That human beings and 
members of a civilized community should exhibit 
the stupid disregard of each other’s lives and 
well-being which marks the lower animals is hard- 
ly conceivable. Ignorance is no excuse for a vio- 
lation of the precautionary measures which law 
and authority prescribe against the spread of 

‘virulent epidemics. The deliberate violation of 
quarantine regulations is morally and in effect 
acrime. It may be murder. 

* There is no higher duty and no stronger obliga- 

' tion. of the citizen than to submit to restraint and 
discipline designed for the protection of the pub- 
lic health. There i8 no stronger power in the law 
than that designed for the enforcement of such 
restraint. - Health officials whose duty it is to 
éombat epidemics should not “be slow to invoke 
the police ‘power against irresponsible and law- 
less disseminators of disease.

There was certainly more than a millfon 
dollars tn personal injury claims outstanding at 
the’date of the Transit company dissolution in 
1904, either pending suit, or subject to adjustment 
and possible suit- It-was not to be expected that 
all the claimants would abandon their demands 
without further efforts to realize,» although a 
great many who hed not instituted suit actually 
adopted this course.

Indian Player, Great on Offense and Defense, Is Better 
Than Brickley at Kicking Long Distance Field 
Goals—Minor Schools Win Recognition. 
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Four Harvard Players oni} 
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-_The selection of the three best backs 
in the country is a difficult task to un- 
dertake, and the most practical method 
of attacking the problem seems to be 
after the manner of the two school- 
boys who tosa for the first choice. and 
the: winner picks the player who he 
thinks will be the most valuable to his 
team. : 

My first choice would be Thorpe of 
Carlisle, the most valuable aliround 
player in the game, and probably the 
greatest half that has ever played foot- 
ball. He excels in all departments be- 
cause of his phenomenal make-up of 
speed and power. Thorpe is noted es- 


ning. He .appears to lope along until 
there is an opening, and then, by a 
sudden burst of speed and the use of a 
powerful straight arm, either ou 
or throws off his wou}d-be tacklers. By 
reason of his physique, he can play 
fullback or any position on the team. 
He is a long-distance punter and a more 
dangerous drop-kicker than Brickley 
from beyond the 4-yard line. Capt. 
Thorpe was the mainstay of the remark- 
able Indian team on offense and defense 
and was largely responsible for the won- 
derful showing of that team, which beat 
West Point and Brown badly and only 
lost to Pennsylvania because of 
wretched handling of kicks by the back- 
field. . 
For the other half Brickley of Har- 
vard has the best claim, because of his 
consistent performances throughout the 
season. In both the Princeton and Yale 
games he was the surest ground gainer 
in that star backfield. A direct antithesis 
to Thorpe in build, being short and 
stocky, he is almost as clever in the 
open field and a hard man to bring 
down because of his strength. Brickley 
has the added advantage of being the 
greatest drop-kicker in recent years, 
getting the ball away quickly and sure- 
ly and within the 40-yard line he prob- 
ably excels any drop-kicker that ever 
played. 


Wendell Best Fullback. 


At fullback, Wendell of Harvard has 
the call because of his ability to batter 
Gown the opposing line. He keeps his 
feet well and once through the line is a 
hard man to stop, owing to the fact that 
he ia bullt so “low to the ground” that 
the defensive backs cannot reach his 
legs. Wendell, like Hardwick, is valu- 
able on the interference and khuows the 
game in every detail. De Witt of Prince- 
ton, Thomson of Michigan and. Manthe 
of Penn State are also powerful and ex- 
perienced players. 

At quarter there are a lot of excellent 
players like Pazetti of Lehigh, Miller of 
‘Penn State, Gillette of Wisconsin, Gard- 
ner of Harvard, Crowther of Brown and 
Bacon of Wesleyan. Yet none of them 
has a clear title to be picked on an All- 
American team. 

For the reason that the handling of 
punts in the backfield is one of the 
most important factors in the gams, 
Hobey Baker of Princeton is picked for 
the quarter position.
